California durin g th e recent approach 
of the planet to the earth. 
Measurem ents of the tem perature 
and heat radia tion of 
Mars 
were 
made with vacuum 
thermo-couple 
attached to the obse rva tory’s 100- 
inch reflecting telescope. 
T ransm is­ 
sion screens were used so th a t the 
light reflected from the planet and 
the therm al radiation from its heated 
surface could be separated and a n ­ 
alyzed. 
The results of these obser­ 
vations were outlined in a com muni­ 
cation received Ivy 
th e 
institution 
from the observatory, which stated: 
“ The m easurem ents Indicate that 
the te m p era tu re of th e tropical r e ­ 
gions of Mars at M artian noon is 
about IO degrees above freezing, and 
th at th e mean te m p eratu re over the 
south polar cap is about 95 degrees 
below zero Fahrenheit. 
The average 
te m p e ratu re of the tropical regions 
between M artian sunrise and 9 p. in.! 
is IO degrees above zero. 
“ If th e image of the planet is a l­ 
lowed to move across th e sensitive 
surface of the thermo-couple, it Is 
found t h a t the resu ltin g curve 
is 
symmetrical, thus show ing that the 
maxim um of heat comes at noon and 
not in the afternoon as on the earth. 
The form of thin curve is very simi­ 
lar to that found in the case of the 
moon, and indicates a rare atmos­ 
phere for th*1 planet. 
“ This conclusion is fu rth e r borne 
out by the large percentage of radia­ 
tion emitted by the heated surface 
of Mars and the ch a racter of its spec­ 
tral distribution, whi< ii is similar to 
th a t of the moon and the planet Mer­ 
cury.’’-—Minneapolis Tribune.

of W ashington in m a k in g public the 
results of special observations made 
at tile Mt. Wilson 
observatory 
in 
California during the recent approach 
of the planet to the earth. 
Measurements of the tem perature 
and heat radiation of 
Mars 
were 
made with vacuum 
thermo-couple 
attached to the observatory’s 100- 
inch reflecting telescope. 
T ran sm is­ 
sion screens wrere used so th a t the 
light reflected from the planet and 
the th erm al radiation from its heated 
surface could he separated and a n ­ 
alyzed. 
The results of these obser­ 
vations were outlined in a com m uni­ 
cation received by 
the 
institution 
from the observatory, which stated: 
“ The measurem ents indicate th a t 
the te m perature of the tropical re­ 
gions of Mars at M artian noon is 
about IO degrees above freezing, and 
that the mean tem perature over the 
south polar cap is about 9 5 degrees 
below zero Fahrenheit. 
The average 
te m perature of the tropical regions 
between Martian sunrise and 9 p. rn. 
is IO degrees above zero. 
“ If the Image of the planet is al­ 
lowed to move across the sensitive 
surface of the thermo-couple, it is 
found th a t the resulting curve 
is 
symmetrical, thus showin g that the 
m axim um of heat comes at noon and 
not in the afternoon as on the earth. 
The form of this curve is very simi­ 
lar to th a t found in the case of the 
moon, and Indicates a rare atm os­ 
phere for the planet. 
“ This conclusion is further borne 
out by the largf percentage of r ad ia ­ 
tion emitted by the heated surface 
of Mars and the character of its spec­ 
tral distribution, which is similar to 
th a t of the moon and the planet Mer 
eury."— Minneapolis Tribune.

ATTA! KS TOTE SLACKERS 


T he vote slacker is being attacked on till sides. 
I'h<* latest 
broadside comes from the Farm Bureau. 
The executive committee of the American harm Bureau Fed­ 
eration at its September meeting in Chicago, adopter! strong 
resolutions calling upon all qualified voters of the nation to vote 
al the coming election. 
“ In this connection/* says J. V. Reed, president of I’m Min­ 
nesota Kami Bureau Federation, “some startling revelation^ are 
disclosed by a comparison of the votes Cast in 1320 with th* elig­ 
ible voting population in the United States and the stall- of Min­ 
nesota/* 
The population of the United States in 1020, twenty-on* years 
of age and over was GO,88b,520. 
Of this number 20,71 ti,832 per­ 
sons voted for president, and 8,107,025 were disqualified from 
voting. 
The stay-at-home and absentee voters, therefore, num- 
bored 25,705,063. 
In Minnesota the total population of the state, twcn'y-ono 
yeais of age and over in 1020 was 1,380,834. 
Of this number 
735,836 persons voted for president and those disqualified from 
voting numbered 143,102. 
The stay-at-home and absentee voters 
of the slate, therefore, numbered 501,800. 
“Qualified voters who do not vote should be less numerous 
in a republic/’ said Mr. Reed. 
“Register your opinion and pref­ 
erence or forever hold your peace regarding government/*

America's overwhelming defeat of Australia in the t 
challenge round at Philadelphia for the Davis Cup was not a surprise. 
The 
decisiveness of the victory, however, was not expected. 
With a Johnston who was thought to be on the decline and a youthful 
Richards who had never played cup singles before to help Hill Tilden, no 
one braved the forecast that the Americans would win the shutout victory 
of five to nothing. 
Not only did the Australians fail to win one of the five matches, but 
they were able to win only one set and that in the doubles, where they were 
given a fine chance to win by the* critics. 
America hag had a chronic Weakness in the doubles since HIU. Tilden 
and Hill Johnston went to Australia in 1919 and brought back the cup. 
When 
other combinations failed, the committee this year t u r n e d back to the two 
Rills, and they delivered in noble fashion. 
The United States already bas made a new record of winning the chal­ 
lenge round for five years in succes-ion and for bolding flu* cup over tie- 
long stretch of continuous time. 
The prospect for the future is not as 
bright as it was four years ago, of course. 
Hut there is no reason to believe 
that the team tennis supremacy of the world will not remain bere for two 
years or more. 
It has been proved rather convincingly that Australia lins no c h a n c e to 
win the cup with the players that are now available. 
The challenging team, 
cf course, would have been stronger this year with Jim Anderson, the Aus­ 
tralian captain, in the lineup, but it would not have been strong enough to 
win the cup. 
Patterson and Wood are just as old and as far along in tennis 
as Tilden and Johnston. 
Rrookes is through and tho young Australians a n 
not as far along as Richards and Howard Kinsey and there is little charnu 
for them to catch up. 
After all the money that has been spent in sending a team halfway 
around the world on a fruitless quest for the cup, it is probable that A uh 
tralia may not challenge again next year, for the task will he just as hope 
less and they know it. 
it is very likely that if Australia does send out a n ­ 
other team next year that it will not get as far as the challenge round. 
The menace to the future life of tile cup in the United States looks to 
he developing in France. 
Hone LaCoste showed such good tennis here this 
summer in Hie international tournaments that lie is regarded as a real comer 
in cup tennis. 
Jean Horotra can play much better than he did in the United 
States and the pair seems to he sure of challenger class within a few years
